COX TELLS OF HIS 
TOUR OF THE WEST 


Is impressed With Investment Possi- 
bilities—West Spends Too 
Much Money 


19.--The Globe  to- 
Senator Geo. A. Cox has 
returned from a six weeks’ trip 
throughout the western — provinces 
more highly impressed than ever 
before with the possibilities of that 
part of the country, In an interview 
he said: 

“During the last twenty-five years 
1 have made periodical visits to the 
Pacifie ebast, and upon no previous 
oceasion have I been so favorably 
impressed with the western provinces 
as T was on this occasion. 

“It is three years since my last 
visit, and I was surprised and = de- 
lighted by the great improvement that 
has taken place during that time. 
Accompanied by Mr, W. G. Morrow, 
of Peterboro, Manager of the Toron- 
to Savings and Ldan Company, and 
Mr. H. L. Watt, treasurer of the Can- 
ada Life Insurance Company, my vis- 
it was largely in the interest of those 
two corporations, and for the purpose 
of looking into their investments in 
the west, 

“The Canada Life Assurance Com-

Both the 
Canadian Pacific and the Canadian 
Northern have made very large ad- 
ditions to their rolling stock, and in 
other respects greatly improved their 
lines, and before another year’s crop 
has been moved the Grand Trunk 
Pacific trains will be running between

“One of the most interesting  fea- 
tures of the journey was a pleasant 
trip up the Pacific coast by the C. 
P. R. steamer Princess May, for a 
distance of 550 miles to the future 
city of Prince Rupert, the western 
terminus of the new transcontinen- 
tal line. In conversation with sev- 
eral of the captains and officers of 
steamers plying on the Pacific, the 
harbor of “Prince Rupert was pro- 
nounced by them to be one of the 
very best they had ever seen, Ex- 
tensive docks and other harbor im- 
provements are being pushed forward 
to completion, and in the near future 
trains from the east will be connect- 
ing at this point with steamers. for 
the Orient. 

“The chief difficulty to be contend- 
ed with in the early completion of 
this line is the all-absorbing question 
of labor, and this difficulty extends 
not only to railway building, but to 
the more rapid development of the 
coal and copper mines, the operation 
of the smelters, the extension of the 
fisheries, and other branches of in 
dustry. It is to be hoped that the 
best efforts of all classes of the com- 
munity will be directed to the sélu 
tion of this difficulty in «a manner 
satisfactory to all concerned.”

ADDS TO EQUIPMENT. 
CIN.R. Has Increased Rolling Stock 
On Western Lines. 


Winnipeg, October 20.—Sinece last 
spring the C.N.R. has increased its 
equipment on western lines by 57 
engines, 1,100 box cars and 155 flat 
ears, At the request of the council 
of the board of trade of this city, D. 
D. Mann, vice-president of the com- 
pany, has submitted to Secretary C. 
N. Bell a statement of the improve- 
ments in and addition to the com- 
pany’ equipment since last spring. 
The statement shows thai out of 140 
locomotives ordered, 81 have already 
been delivered, 57 on western lines 
and 24 on eastern, leaving 59 to come. 
Out of the 1,500 box cars ordered, 
1,100 have been delivered on western 
and 500 on eastern, Igaving 100 yet to 
be received. Most €t the balance of 
the equipment ordered is expected to 
arrive before the end of the year and 
complete deliveries will be made be- 
fore February at the latest. 


$10,000 Fire in Brandon. 


Brandon, Oct. 20.—At 2 o'clock this 
morning fire broke out in a building 
to the rear of the Braeside block. 
which did damage to the amount of 
$10,000. The building destroyed was 
a frame structure, part of which was 
sed by the Singer Sewing Machine 
Co. as a warehouse, More than a 
carload of machines were in the store 
at the time, and these are all more 
or less destroyed. The local manager 
of the company places the loss at 
$7,000. Another part of the building 
was used as a stable by the Pioneer 
Fruit Co,, and two horses were suffo- 
cated to death.

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COMPANIES FIGHTING 


UNIONS IN GREAT BRITAIN 
Railway Employees Want Recognition 
of Union, and Companies Refuse 

To Concede It. 


London, Oct, 20.—Day and night 
meetings of the railway employees 
are taking place in all parts of the 


country, at which speeches are made 


and resolutions passed. emphatically 
iavoring a strike to force companies 
Already a 
spirit of bitterness is developing. 
Reports continually reach the lead- 
ers of the would-be strikers that the 
companies are preparing to import 
workers to operate the lines. At 
some of the railway centres shanties 
are being built for strike-breakers, 
where they can offer the most resist- 
ance to unionists, and emergency food 
depots are also being established. 
It is further claimed that the com- 
panies have begun the campaign of 
intimidation against union men by 
discharging some of its raembers and 
reducing others to less important posi 
tions with corresponding decreasing 
wages, The actual strength of the 
strike movement cannot even be ap- 
proximately estimated. 

It is clear that the Amalgamated 
Society of Railway Servants under 
Secretary Richard Bell’s skillful lead- 
ership, means to fight, but only 100,- 
000 out of a total of 600,000 railway 
workers in the country belong to this 
society. It is true that many hun- 
dreds of these are ineligible to mem- 
bership under the society’s rules, but 
even of the workers who are eligible 
a little fewer than half are enrolled 
on the union’s registers. How far the 
society can reach beyond its own 
limits in bringing about a strike, is 
the question of the hour, The com- 
panies assert that the vast Wulk of 
the railway employees will refuse to 
obey the order to strike from Mr. Bell 
and his executive committee, The 
small minority which may respond, 
they say, cannot tie up the roads to 
my extent, The managers of 
the lines declare that immense num- 
bers of competent men are waiting to 
take the places of the strikers aban- 
doning, and that the walking out of 
Bell’s society will simply mean the 
wholesale promotion in all grades, 
with the nepessary filling in at the 
bottom with workers who lack experi- 
enee. 

The first statement from the com 
panies’ point of view published to- 
day takes ground that the union at 
present is powerless to block the op- 
eration of the railways and seeks by 
a grand bluff game to compel recog- 
nition, and thus pave the way to such 
a strengthening of its position as will 
enable it, in future, actually to do 
what it now falsely claims to be able 
to do. The dictum is laid down that 
if the union succeeds in the present 
struggle the discipline of the great 
railway steTs will be impaired, so as 
to leave no final alternative but com 
pulsory organization of the railways 
on the lines of the army and navy.

A SIXTY YEAR DEBT. 
Discharged By Mrs. Sage Out of 
Sage's Millions. 


Dubuaue, Ia., Oct. 19.--The fact 
that $60,000 of the Russell Sage mil- 
lions will go to the heirs of Ezekai 
Oliphant, is furnishing an interesting 
theme of conversation in this vicin- 
ity, 

The Oliphants, now residents of Des 
Moines, formerly made their home in 
Dubuque county, later purchasing a 
farm in Jones county, 

The story on which the payment oi 
the sum named rest&S dates bark more 
than sixty vears. The debt was one 
which the lapse of years had wiped 
out so far as legal responsibility was 
concerned. About the year 1844 there 
was a partnership in the salt busi 
ness between Joseph (afterwards 
Gen,) Slocum and Ezekai Oliphant at 
Syracuse, N.Y. The business dfd not 
prosper and in settling up the affairs 
of the concern $2,000 belonging to Oli- 
phant was applied on the accounts 

Slocum remained in New York state 
and Oliphant, with his family, came 
wert. The eldest daughter of Mr. 
Slocum became the second wife of 
Ressell Sage of New York. 

The families lost track of each oth- 
er and the old debt of Joseph Slocum 
remained unpaid. The matter recent- 
ly was presented to Mrs. Sage’s attor- 
neys and she ordered the debt, grown 
through interest from $2,000 to $50,000 
discharged,

I was discouraged several times 
by the difficulty of getting there, but 
holding to my intention was well repaid 
when J got there.

“The whole underlying trouble is trans 
portation, A man could take cattle there 
raise them to be among the finest in the 
world, but when he makes up his mind 
to sell, he has to bring them over a ter- 
ribly hard trail to Edminton, and when 
they get here even if there was a market 
they are practically unfit for sale. 1 
presume the railroad being built and the 
packing plant now being erected will to 
a great extent do away with this trouble 
but were the government to put in a 
good read--not a trail, but a road—it 
would build the country up faster than 
anything else, 

“There are lots of people in the U. it.d 
States who want to come to Cannda, to 
try their luck in this richly productive 
districts, but these people will not come 
till a good road is built, As for myself 
1 have taken land and that is sufficient 
to show my interest in the development 
of the country, and T may say “the Peace 
iver Volley only needs o good inlet and 
outlet to give it o splendid and glorious 
future.”

EXPERIMENTAL 
FARM UP NORTH 


Fred Lawrence, Fort Vermilion, Here 
on Way to Ottawa With 
Grain Samples. 


F, 8, Lawrence, who has been com- 
missioned by the Dominion govern- 
ment to establish an experimental 
Station at Fort Vermilion, four trun- 
dred and fifty miles north of Edmon- 
ton, came to the city Saturday eve- 
ning, and will remain here several 
weeks before proceeding to Ottawa 
With samples of the products which 
he has brought down from the north 
country, 


Mr. Lawrence is an old timer in the 
north, having first gone to Fort Ver- 
milion in 1879, with his father from 
Montreal. Mr. Lawrence and his 
brother now have valuable farms at 
the Fort. 

He left Edmonton this epring on 


his return from Ottawa, on May Ist. 
and reached Fort Vermilion with his 
supplies on the ist, having driven 
by team to the Peace River Crossing, 
and gone the remainder of the jour 
hey down the river by raft, a dis- 
tance in all from this city of about 


700 miles by the line of travel, He 
took with him 450 trees of various 
kinds, fruit and ornamental, and 
grains, grasses and vegetables, 


Made a Start. 


Only a start was made this year in 


the experimental station, twenty 
acres being put under  enttivation, 
but everything is now in order for 
next season, 

The trees, however, were all plant- 
ed this spring, and about 90 per 
cent. of them are doing well The 
grains were not so successful as the 
late sefson was a serious drawback. 
Mr. Lawrence also planted a patch 
of strawberry plants, which he had 


taken north, and they did excellently 
this summer, yielding fruit this year.

Crossing was the heaviest crop for 
years. All the wheat ripened before 
the frosts and is averaging forty bush- 
els to the acre as threshed from the 
field. 

At the farm of Allie Brick, M.P.P., 
a fleld of wheat averaged fifty bushels 
to the acre. Mr, Brick has over 7,000 
bushels of grain, 4,000 of red fife wheat 
and 3,000 of oats, all in excelent con- 


dition, having been cut before the 
frost 
\t Lesser Slave Lake some of the 


“rain was frozen, but a great deal was 
saved in god condition. Oats were 
averaging 43 lbs. to the bushel, so Mr, 
Lawrence stated, from his own obser- 
vation 

There was also good success at the

Conditions Similar Here. 


At Grand Prairie and the Spirit 
River the conditions were much the 
same as at Vermilion--part frozen 


and part ripened 

Mr. Lawrence reports great ravages 
from the timber wolvev, only tive 
colts being left at the round-up at 
Fort Vermilion, and the same econdl- 
tion prevailed at Peace River Cross- 
ing This state of affairs it is ex- 
pected is soon to be remedied, owing 
to the government bounty of $10 per 
head, which has induced a campaign 
of extermination 

The people of the north are greatly 
interested in the extension of — the 
telegraph service to the Peace Kiver, 
for which Jhey are now petitioning the 
government, 

The northern trails are in bad con- 
dition, Mr. Lawrence éays, but the 
new road from the Landing to the 
Lesser Slave Lake, along the north 
bank of the river, is very highly 
spoken of as a good thoroughtiare.
